The report for November is madt 
up from replies received from 111 
correspondents from 82 counties. 
More thau the usual number of coun 
ties failed to report this month and 
tbe report, for this reason, cannot 
claim to tie as full as for former 
mouths. 

WHEAT. 

The acreage seeded to wheat up to 
November 1st, as compared to acre- 
age of 1896, is 90 per cent. Remarks 
of correspondents indicate that the 
present acreage will be increased 
sh uld the season permit of Fall 
plowiug during November. Figures 
on the numbers of acres are for this 
reason withheld until next month. 

The condition of the crop as com- 
pared with average years is 62. On 
November 1st, 1896, thecoudition was 
96 It is estimated that 16 per cent, 
of the crop will have to be refown. 
d.tin fell throughout the State ou tbe 
night of October 31st and there is yet 
time to resow should it be necessary. 
Only a small portion of the crop is 
above ground and iu some cases it is 
coming up in spots here and there 
through tbe fields. 

No complaint is made of damage 
from insects save in Christian coun- 
ty, where two correspondents report 
worms doing great damage. 

H0<V8. 

The condition of hogs being fat- 
tened for market compared with aver- 
age yea re is 87. The dry weather has 
been very unfavorable for feeding 
and the best results have not been se- 
cured. Cholera is uot prevailing to 
any great extent. 3a correspondents 
repo-t cholera while 80 correspondents 
report none. 

CATTLE. 

The condition of oattle is 86. Pi 
tures failed in some sections as early 
as September 1st, and since that time 
the condition has steadily fallen off. 
Feeding has been necessary during 
the entire month and many farmers 
have put their herds on the market 
for what they would bring rather than 
contend with the many difficulties in 
the way of a supply of water and the 
long feeding season intervening be 
tweeu now and Spring grazing. Tbe 
supply of cattle is for this i 
very low. 

HORSES AND MULES, 

The condition of homes averages 
K7. The price of young horseB and 
mules has beeu greatiy affected by 
the increased cost of carrying through 
the winter and the demand that had 
sprung up for this class of ' stock as 
well as the improvement iu price has 
disappeared.

HOW LONG IS A THOUGHT? 

Surprising Results of Experiments Made 
by a British Scientist. 

How long does it take a man to 
think? Prof. Richet, at the recent 
meeting of the British association, 
gave the results of his investigations 
into this subject. Tie found that by 
mentally running up the notes of the 
musical scale for one or 
octaves, and then dividing the total 
time by the total number of notes 
thought of, the time taken for each 
note was one-eleventh of a second. 

There are various ways of arriving 
at conclusions as to the amount of 
time necessary for realizing any phy- 
sical sensation or mental impression 
if the skin be touched repeated!; 
with light blows from a small ham 
mer,' a person may, according to l'rof. 
Richet, distinguish the fact that the 
blows arc separata and not continu- 
al pressure, when they follow one 
another a» frequently as 1,000 a sec- 
ond.

This contract probably ends one of 
the biggest fights between RegieB 
ever known iu the dark tobacco couu 
try, and the representees of the other 
Regie contracting firms have bought 
about 8,000,000 pounds of tobacco in 
the dark growing aections and plant 
ers have reaped a rich harvest in ex 
ceedingly high prices, the result of 
the sharp competition.
